How They Live a t the Grove—In Cottage 
and T ent—Children In Plenty 
and no French Matd3.

Summer-outings. year by year, have 
grown ao popular, that they are now in 
San Francisco, as in tho larger Eastern 
cities, an established institution. 
Every 
employe includes his vacation in his agree­ 
ment, and men of business as well as 
women of household cares and people of 
leisure go to the seashore, the mountains 
or the woods, for the change. I t is pleasant 
to have a different kind of fatigue, and it 
is a luxury to be tirad in every bone when 
you don’t have to get your living by tiring 
out your bones. 
A Boston lady here, in 
speaking of the society formed for the pur. 
pose of sending poor children into the 
country, said their greatest delight seemed 
to be walking on grass. 
They were so un­ 
used to it they liked it above everything, 
and th at’s j'ust the way it is about the 
hones. 
It improves mind, manners and 
personal appearance to run away from 
home once in a while, and then it does 
seem as if home was 


PERFECTLY LOVELY 
When you go back to it again. 
This Pa­ 
cific Grove Retreat is two and a half miles 
beyond Monterey, and was originally bo 
identified with summer camp-meetings that 
it seemed a9 if the very trees were tall 
Methodists Bhouting grand hymns silently 
with their uncovered heads in the sky. 
Though now in other hands, it still retains 
as its salient point a religious atmosphere, 
and Sunday services in the chapel are con­ 
spicuous, varied on pleasant Sabbaths, by 
morning exercises in the grove, where pul­ 
pit and benches stand always ready. 
It 
is here that the lectures before the Chautau­ 
qua Literary Society are to be delivered 
the coming week, and the grounds are now 
overflowing with the members of that con­ 
vention. 
Every Sunday morning a deeply 
serious air broods over the place, made 
deeper and calmer by the rustlings and 
tunings of the winds in the tree-tops, and 
by the regular break of the waves apon the 
rocks. 
The very hush and stillness is like 
a deep and sustained undertone, and the 
beat of the waters comes in like an old 
fugue tune upon the soaring rneh of that 
voice always lamenting 


AMONG THE CYPRESSES. 
Whole families come decorously with 
Bibles and "hymn-books from every direc­ 
tion in to church, and the general air of 
worship makes a great impression upon an 
ontside heathen fresh from the wickedness 
of the city. 
It seems very easy to be good 
here, yet they do say that living out doors 
this way will make a man swear if any­ 
thing will. 
A goodly number of ministers 
have been here. 
I have seen ilev, F. F. 
Jewell, of San Francisco, Uev. Mr. Todd, 
of Oakland, Rev. James Newell, of Santa 
Clara, Rev. R. L. Harford, of San Fran­ 
cisco, and Rev. Mr. Burroughs, the vener­ 
able Professor of Latin and Greek at the 
Theological Seminary, San Francisco, be­ 
sides several more whose neckties were 
saspiciously white and coat-tails auspi­ 
ciously long. 
Upon the arch over tho 
entrance-way is written Scripture about 
the love of God and the holiness of God, 
and then “ Sutler little children to come 
unto Me " follows. 
I never visited a place 
of resort before this where 


CHILDREN WERE MADE A SPECIALTY. 
They seem to be welcome here. 
Croquet 
gronnda and boxes filled with white sand 
for their amusement are frequent. 
Sab- 
bath-schoo! is held for their interest. 
Mr. 
and Mrs. McGranahan sang for them the 
other day. 
They are expected in the 
dining-room, and there are no ‘1 second 
tables ’’ to keep them out of sight. 
There 
are no notices anywhere of “ please not 
handle,” or “ do not walk on the grass." 
No driving, riding or shooting is allowed 
on the grounds, and a respectable quiet is 
enforced, so that the children hear no oaths 
or objectionable talk, see uu 
foot ” j.opla 
and have no opportunity to learn anything 
bad. 
As no intoxicating Irinka are per­ 
mitted, one never sees a person under the 
influence of liquor, and no dances or hops 
are given, not because dancing is looked 
upon as a sin, but because such hops attract 
a certain element which is considered un­ 
desirable. 
Any hoar of the day yon may 
see children climbing on the rocks, gather­ 
ing Bhells, pebbles or moss on the beach, 
playing in the sand or sporting in tho wa­ 
ter ; or, looking in another direction, you 
see them coming from the woods laden 
with ferns, brake, the long vine of the 
yerba hnena or handfuls ot wild flowers, of 
which there is great variety—harebells, 
lupines, sweet peas, pinks, grass flowers 
and dog rosea. 
And when night comes, 
from many a tent floats forth npon the ear 
of the stroller

That has hashed the babies of all genera* 
tions to sleep. 
To those to whom children 
are an accented part of life, it is a pleasure 
to see them for once at a place of resort, 
welcomed and provided for. 
For the rest 
of it, there is not a maid, a French nurse, 
or any sort of goods in that line here. 
We 
are near the fashionable Hotel Del Monte, 
and riding over there on Satnrday night to 
meet the incoming train, the residents from 
the Grove saw such style and f »shion in the 
gnests driving down from the hotel, also 
to meet the train, as they wonld not see 
here in months. 
Bareheaded and with 
dressed hair, in evening costume of silks 
and other such shining materials, with lace 
shawls cast Seaorita-like about fsce and 
shoulders, with fans and flowers and gloves 
in their hands, with partieres of roses from 
□eck to belt, and huge bouquets upon the 
breast, these people seemed of another 
world separate and distinct from the camp 
life we lead just now. 
Nevertheless, a 
wagon load of oar quiet folk went over to 
the hop in the evening, hut the glimpse 
they bad of light, dress, and other such 
gorgeousness so jarred, by contrast, against 
tent life that it must not be put in print 
among the quiet annals of the latter. 
Our 
principal excitements are the coach arriv­ 
als, the daily meals at the restaurant,

on Saturday night. 
We have jaBt one 
lady swimmer, and she is a pink young 
girl of divine form, not a little proud of 
that, as well as her accomplishment. There 
is one gentleman with his lady love, in 
whom all are sympathetically interested, 
and when she playfully fills his coat pock­ 
ets with Band or trickles a handful down 
his collar, and he tenderly returns the 
compliment, we all, in a measure, partake 
id their bliss, and feel th at our summering 
place would lack something without them. 
Bridal couples give this spot the go-by, 
because, I presume, the freshness of their 
costumes, not to mention the newness of 
the chains that bind them, would render 
them extremely conspicuous. 
We have 
one family from Kansas who have camped 
out in many parts of California, traveling 
always in their own wagon aud carrying 
conveniences with them.

Owned and let by the company are sup­ 
plied with plank floors, good beds, a quan­ 
tity of clean bedding, cooking stove* and 
utensils. 
The rent is from ¡¡4 to $9 50 per 
week; with an additional $2 -r>0 for each extra 
double bed. 
They consist of one, two or 
three rooms, according to the price. Many 
cook and eat ont doors, thus economizing 
in room. 
The tents stand in rows, even, 
and nnmhered like blocks of houses in the 
city, each with its little platform in front 
and its bare floor, wonderfully alike. 
As 
one lady from Oakland said, it wasn't as 
much country as she had at home, and she 
preferred a place outside the usual limits. 
Every covering of canvas must be removed 
and stored during the winter months, and 
this, with the care of bedding, involves no 
little labor. 
Ahont 400 people are now on 
the ground. 
There are many pretty, sub­ 
stantial residences in private hands, and 
there is some chance of specnlation in 
building lots. 
The most celebrated cottage 
is of striped canvas, with iniide draperies 
of unbleached cotton trimmed in turkey 
red, these draperies forming the walls and 
partitions. 
It is fall furnished and car­ 
peted, the beds, two to each room, being 
one above another. 
I t was built by S. 


Mosgrove, and without the board kitchen, 
since added, cost him *2,000, including the 
ground. 
I t has since been bought by Mr. 
Short for renting purposes, and is at pres­ 
ent occupied by Mrs. Klder «nd family> o 
San Francisco. 
It rents for 5g5 per mont * 
Mr. Strickland, of Oakland, has a fine 
house and grounds; Miss Severance, of 
Gilroy, owns a cottage ; William H. I or- 
ter, of San Francisco, occupies a tent.

* COMMUNISM 
IN 
POLITICS. 


The sp irit to which the Democratic party 
subm itted at San Jose was th ato f Commun­ 
ism. 
The politicians who framed the dec­ 
larations of the party were no doubt as 
reckless as politicians nrutlly arc, aa to the 
consequences and im plications of their posi­ 
tions. 
All they w anted was a taking 
platform , and in order to secure th at they 
were ready to adopt any principles, no 
m atter how dangerous. 
In their í ’hiñese 
plank they thus com m itted tbeinsclves to 
an expulsion of the Chinese as sweeping as 
th at of the 
.Moors 
by 
Spain, though 
they kucw perfectly well th at w hat they 
proposed was im practicable and wholly in 
eonil- t w ith the law if the land. 
In the 
tam e way they adopted a Sunday law 
plank, the only eff-ct of which would be 
to abolish the seventh-day holiday, and to 
deprive the working classes of the rest and 
leisure they so greatly nted. 
They were 
eqnally ready to pronounce them selves on 
the railroad 
question, 
and they 
have 
gone before the people on w hat they call 
an anti-monopoly platform, but which is in 
fact nothing more than an attem pt to or­ 
ganize the communistic sentim ent of the 
State into a senseless raid upon great in­ 
terests which are absolutely 
necessary 
to the prosperity of the commonwealth, 
and 
which 
instead 
of 
being 
as­ 
sailed should be supported. 
And as heretofore in every sim ilar com­ 
m unistic raid, the fact th a t our railroad 
builders have acquired w ealth 
is cited 
against them as a crime. 
The demagogues 
who seek to employ the common envy at 
success for their selfish ends never hint at 
the other side of the question. 
They con­ 
veniently forget th a t the Pacific Railroads 
were built under national auspices and 
guarantees; th at the country offered large 
bonuses to those who would undertake the 
work ; th at when corporations were organ­ 
ized Congress made a contract w ith them, 
under which they were to have certain 
privileges and aids, in consideration for 
services to be rendered ; th a t the compa­ 
nies have fulfilled their undertakings faith­ 
fully ; th at they have given ample consid­ 
eration for all th at they received ; and that 
the wealth the railroad builders now enjoy 
is honestly earned. 
All this is ignored, 
aud the most wild and vagne assertions of 
“ oppression ” and “ ex to rtio n ” are put 
forward to cloak and justify the raid to be 
made 
upon the railroads. 
The 
same 
charges have been made repeatedly in the 
past, b a t when specific instances were 
called for they were never forthcoming, orif 
statem ents were made which at first sight 
seemed to vindicate the charges, investiga-. 
tion alm ost invariably proved them to be 
m isrepresentations or misconceptions. B ut 
from the politico-communistic point of 
view the railroads can do ‘nothing right. 
The service they render is ignored, and 
their earnings are represented as mere 
plunder. 
W hen they make ordinary busi­ 
ness contracts w ith shippers, snch as m er­ 
chants make every day w ith one another, 
they are accused of “ coercing ” the busi­ 
ness com m unity. 
Because they decline to 
subm it quietly when they are assessed 
tw enty or th irty per cent, higher than any 
other property owners in the State, they 
are charged w ith trying to evade their ju st 
taxes. 
And tuis reckless and m alignant 
m isrepresentation is kept np until at last 
everybody thinks them fair game, and a 
proposition to reduce their earnings 20 per 
cent, w ithout the least inquiry secures a 
large m inority of votes in a Dem ocratic 
S tate Convention. 
Now it is by snch m ethods th a t communi­ 
ties are educated to com m unistic doctrines. 
For it is impossible thus to Bingle out 
great interest and to discuss and deal w ith 
it as though it had no rights, w ithout 
weakening in the average m ind the sense 
of right and wrong, and w ithout m aking 
it more difficult to guard and proteot prop 
erty rights of every kind. 
Our Democratic 
politicians do not think of this. 
They 
know th a t they them selves do not mean 
half they say. 
They know thac they are 
only masquerading. 
A nd they think th at 
other people are as insincere as themselves, 
B at there is always a large elem ent in 
every com m unity which is just ignorant 
enough to believe th a t w hat politicians as 
sert may be true, and which, being com 
posed m ostly of the “ H ave N ots,” cher 
ishes a natural enm ity against the “ Haves. 
And if, because one party has taken the 
com m unistic position, the politicians of the 
other th in k they m ust adopt the same 
course, 
only 
in 
a 
more 
pronounced 
way, the whole com m unity is thereby com- 
raitted to a war upon a part of its mem 
bers, and a w ar which is calculated to pro 
duce the most disastrous effects upon the 
interests of all concerned. 
If the charges 
preferred against the railroads were founded 
on fact, it is very certain th a t the people of 
California would long sgo have risen in rev­ 
olution rather than subm it to the oppres­ 
sions of the corporations. 
B ut the tru th 
is th at these charges are like those South­ 
ern outrages which used to crop out so 
thickly whenever a campaign approached, 
but which never were heard of save when 
politics were on the carpet. 
I t is only in 
campaigns th at the “ anti-monopoly ” sen­ 
tim ent appears. 
W hen nobody is to be 
elected the railroads elicit no hostility, and 
the press finds no cause of com plaint 
against them . 
The most im becile and at the same tim e 
knavish pretense about 
these 
assault, 
however, is the pretense th a t they are in­ 
tended 
“ to drive the railroads out of 
“ politics.” 
For it is an unquestionable 
fact th a t the railroads never w ould have 
been in politics b u t for 
these attacks 
upqn them . 
Because the demagogues have 
for years songht to elevate themBelvcs by 
sbusiDg the corporations, and by foment, 
iog ill feeling against them , and legislating 
against them , they have been literally com­ 
pelled in self-defense to concern themselves 
with m atters foreign to their businesp. 
The demagogues a t present know very well 
Chat the way to take the railroads out of 
politics is to accord them justice and fair 
dealing. 
T hey have never asked for any­ 
thing more than this, and this they have 
a perfect right to dem and. 
I t is because 
political demagogues declare them selves 
ready to do rank injustice to the railroads, 
th a t the latter have been obliged to have 
to do w ith politics. 
T reat them as all 
other commercial interests are treated, give 
them the equal protection of the laws, 
credit them w ith the good they do, keep 
the hounds off them , and they will very 
soon cease to be seen or felt in politics. I t is 
thus th a t the railroad question will sooner 
or later have to be settled, for it never 
can be 
adjusted 
through the medium 
of “ Anti-M onopoly ” movements, which are 
all shams and frauds, based in hypocrisy 
and self-seeking, fostering ignorant m alevo­ 
lence, and in every case leading up to such 
monstrous propositions th a t the prevailing 
sense of justice of the entire com m unity is 
compelled to reject them . 
If the R epubli­ 
can party is to win the State election this 
year it m ust put aside all notion of follow­ 
ing in the w ake of the Democracy. 
I t 
m ust take a course of its own, founded in 
justice, free from communism, appealing

through the microscope. 
The researches 
of science into the nature and morbid 
changes of nervous m atter have as yet been 
carried comparatively a very little way. 
Our knowledge of the brain and its func­ 
tions is still largely conjectural. 
The 
microscope and electricity have however 
revolutionized some of 
the 
m ost 
im ­ 
portant hypotheses in this connection, 
and specialists find it easier every year 
to 
trace 
m orbid 
action 
even 
into 
the 
substance 
of 
the 
gray 
m atter of 
the brain. 
The fact, if it is a fact, th at 
upon opening G uiteau s cranium aud view­ 
ing the brain, indurations were discovered, 
m ust be regarded as a strong piece of evi­ 
dence in support of the theory of his in­ 
sanity. 
For 
indurations, 
w hether 
of 
the pia mater, the cerebellum or other 
parts of the brain, are among tho most 
certain indications of insanity, and arc 
scarcely ever absent in m arked cases. 
As 
regards the weight of G uitcau's brain, the 
telegraph blundered in saying th a t it was 
a little above the average. 
In fact it was 
half an ounce below the average, which is 
fifty ounces. 
This is a m atter of no par­ 
ticular im portance, for though the popular 
notion is th a t a large brain indicates 
genius, the fact is not clearly established. 
It is rather to be concluded th at quality 
and not quantity determ ines the possession 
of genius, for though some men of Urge 
brain have been men of great capacity, as 
for instance Cuvier and Dafiiel W ebster, 
many men of average brain-weight have 
been equally conspicuous for m ental power. 
As at present no official report of any 
kind has been issued concerning the au­ 
topsy on G nitean, it is of course impossible 
to form any opinion as to the results of the 
dissection. 
Even should no lesion of the 
brain be found, however, it will not follow 
th at he was not insane.

GUITEAU'S 
BRAIN. 


I t eppeara to be thought by m any people 
th a t if G uiteau was insane, an exam ination 
of his brain m ust necessarily reveal the 
presence of cerebral disease. 
This is a 
m istake. 
I t ¡B quite possible for a person 
to die insane, and for his brain to furnish 


The trial of the M alley cousins and 
Blanche Douglass, for the m urdet of Je n ­ 
nie Cramer, has resulted in the acqnittal 
of the defendants. 
This is not surprising, 
inasmuch as the prosecution failed to prove 
th at a m urder had been com m itted. 
I t 
will be rem em bered th a t the body of Je n ­ 
nie Cram er was found on the seashore, and 
th a t the post m ortem showed the presence 
of arsenic in th e tissues. 
I t was proved 
th a t the deceased had been seduced by one 
of the M alleys tw o nights before 
her 
death, and an attem pt was made to show 
th a t one or both of them had been w ith 
her to w ithin a few hours of her death. 
This branch of the prosecution, however, 
broke down, and as the defense proved 
th at the girl had herself purchased arsenic 
shortly before her death, and th a t she was 
in the habit of taking it for her complex­ 
ion, it was not possible to make it clear 
th a t it was not a case of suicide. 
Of 
course there is no room for reasonable doubt 
th a t she came to her death indirectly 
through the M alleys, but a C ourt of ju s­ 
tice cannot convict upon such evidence as 
dem onstrated the moral wrong. 
The pros­ 
ecution failed to establish its case, and 
under the circum stances the jury was 
bound to acquit the defendants.

An international case has been made of 
the M artinez riot, the inciting cause of the 
action of the Chinese G overnm ent being 
the apparent apathy of the local authori­ 
ties. 
The result is th a t the Secretary of 
State has w ritten to Governor Perkins, and 
th a t Governor Perkins has w ritten to the 
D istrict A ttorney of Contra Costa County, 
and th a t presum ably som ething will be 
done to briD g the rioters to justioe. 
I t 
was a m ost brutal and wholly inexcusable 
outrage, and the R e c o r d - U n io n has not 
failed to call attention to and denounce it 
in fitting term s from the beginning, though 
some papers appeared to think it scarcely 
safe to find fault w ith the ruffians who 
were in fault, seeing th a t th eir victims 
were “ o n ly ” Chinam en. 
W e hope th at 
some of these blackguards will yet be sent 
to the S tate Prison for their part in the 
riot, 


THE 
NIHILISTS. 


The Russian Governm ent is said to have 
discovered a very extensive N ihilist con­ 
spiracy ; in fact to have got hold of the 
innerm ost clues to the whole N ihilist or­ 
ganization. 
If this i>e true the conspira­ 
tors w ill no doubt be- paralyzed for the 
mom ent, b u t it is very certain th a t it is 
not possible to stam p out N ihilism by 
means of the police. 
So long aa the causes 
of disaffection exist, conspiracy w ill flour­ 
ish in Russia, aud thus far nothing has 
been done by the G overnm ent to extirpate 
the abases upon which it feeds. 


A s spplicxnfforsdm ission to citizenship in tho Ala­ 
meda county Superior Court last Monday, on being 
asked by the Judge if ho had read the Constitution 
of the United States, replied that he had not. The 
Judge then rem arked that he could not sec the pro­ 
priety of swearing a man to support the Constitu­ 
tion who was ignorant of what it contained, and on 
that ground refused the applicant.

Car­ 
man, were badly injured. 
Mra. Baird was 
blown a considerable distance, but miraculous­ 
ly escaped injury beyond a few bruises. 
Five 
hundred feet south of this store a dwelling- 
house occupied by Thomas Johnson and 
family was blown down, but all the inmates 
escaped without injury. 
The residence of 
Mrs. Barnes was blown down, and she was 
carried 300 feet, and lodged in a fence corner. 
The child of Mrs. Barnes was carried 500 feet, 
aud received injuries from which it died yes­ 
terday. 
The residence of Jonathan Kelly, 
which contained nine people at the time the 
cyclone struck it, was completely demoralized, 
and all the persons in the building are more 
or less injured. 
One inmate, W illiam H en­ 
ley, has since died. 
Three barbers next door 
and Mr. and Mrs. Queston were so seriously 
hurt that they are expected to die. 
The only 
hotel in the place, the Jelsey House, was so 
damaged that it will he necessary to rebuild 
it. 
Fifteen houses were wrecked and from 
twenty-five to thirty persons killed and in­ 
jured.

On the night of Thursday I visited 
his cell about midnight, and found him sit­ 
ting on his bed looking straight before him 
into vacancy—the moat perfect picture of 
despondency I ever beheld. He asked me then 
to inspect the gallows for him, as he did not 
want any bungling. 
I willingly promised to 
do it. 
1 You will be down at this murder 
to-morrow?’ he asked. 
To this I made no 
reply. 
W hen I saw him the next morning 
the guard said th at be had slept none dur­ 
ing the night. 
H e would occasionally go 
into a doze, 
and 
start 
out 
of 
it, 
with some inarticulate sound. 
The officers 
bear witness that he ate nothing for his break­ 
fast. 
He may have put something in his 
mouth, amounting to nothing. 
I t was the 
same way at dinner, when he was said to 
have eaten a hearty meal. 
From w hat I 
have learned from the guards, he broke down 
in perfect despair during the morning, and 
wept freely. 
I t was necessary to make every 
effort to keep him up—to talk to him, fan 
him and urge him to be firm ; to be a man. 
When General Crocker came into the cell to 
read the death warrant, Guiteau was greatly 
agitated ; but he was able to stand.

he reached the top of the scaffold he faltered, 
not stumbled, and while reading his prayer 
he wavered so excessively that Crocker waa 
at one time anxious to stop it.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


L e c tu re on L a b o r.—Charlea II. Litch- 
• man, dí Massachusetts, lectured at Turner 
Hall Saturday evening to a rather limited 
audienca nn the Knights of Labor organiza* 
tion. J. D. .Tost presided. Mr. Litchman is 
an organizer of the I )rder, and its Past Grand 
Secretary. He outlined the purposes of the 
unioD, which is to unite all wage-wiuuers in 
efforts to better their condition and elevate 
Ial>or. He sketched the wealth, resources 
and strength of the Americas States, and en­ 
larged upon the danger to labor from the 
misuse <»f aggregated wealth in the hands of 
the few. All the wealth of the country he 
held to be the result of the labor of the coun­ 
try. Civilization was bust advanced by pro­ 
moting education in its broadest sense. That 
is not a complete civilization that brings to 
the laborer simply food, raiment and protec­ 
tion from the elements. As agaiust the reg­ 
ulation by the laws of supply and demand 
he cited the fact- of tho creation of 
fictitious values. .There should be a medium 
•f exchange between the demand for labor 
and the supply. He claimed that the ad­ 
vance in the reward for labor has not been 
commensurate with the advanced cost of liv­ 
ing. He was opposed to Chinese immigra­ 
tion, and looked upon the Chinese here asan 
evil to the country. He announced his belief 
in the benefits of co-operation, opposed the 
employment of women in mills and factories, 
and would take the children from the ma­ 
chines in factories, by the aid of which they 
fill the places of adult laborers, and would 
have th»jm placed in public schools. The 
power of» labor to consume is gauged by the 
wages payed for the labor. By agitating the 
matter, by organization and the promotion of 
education, the Knights of Labor proposed to 
legitimately accomplish their ends. The or­ 
ganization proposed to be to labor what 
Boards of Trade, Chambers of Commerce, 
etc., were to capital. He believed labor had 
far less to fear in the desired reformation 
from capital than from the weak and the 
traitorous in the labor ranks. The motto 
of the organization, he said, was “ equal pay 
for equal work, whether done by man or 
woman,’’ 
C ash f, e ag le M eeting.—Grand Army 
Hall was filled to its utmost capacity last 
evening on the occasion of the regular weekly 
meeting of the Land League: J. P. Dalton 
presided. A call for the second annual .State 
Convention, to be held at St. Mary’s Hall, 
Oakland, on the 12th of July, was read, and 
J. P. Dalton, B. Lucey, Daniel Flynn and 
Thomas Grady were elected as delegates to 
represent the Sacramento Land League in 
the Convention. On motion the sum of $300 
was ordered sent to Patrick Ford for trans­ 
mission to Treasurer Egan, at Paris, and $10 
for the Spread the Light Fund. A very in­ 
teresting programme of musical and literary 
exercises was presented : Duet, guitar and 
banjo, by Messrs. Streeter ami M ayne; 
songs, by Misses O’Donnell, Robinson, Rogers 
and Richards ; comic selection, banjo by 
Mr. M ayne; recitation, by J. P. Sarsfield.

Sermon by a Visiting Clergyman—The 
Nation’s Birthday. 
At the Christian Church yesterday fore­ 
noon the sermon was by elder Meloan, of 
Missouri, it being bis first sermon in this 
State. The elder is a man in the prime of 
life, is a rapid, concise speaker, of persuasive 
force and good delivery. At times he rises 
in hie discourse to the plane of true eloquence. 
He is on a visit to this coast to view the land 
at his leisure, and proposes while here to 
preach to the people of his church as oppor­ 
tunity affords. His headquartei# will be in 
this city, but he will this week visit Colusa, 
and spend a number of days there, and go 
thenc9 to Woodland and to Oakland, reach­ 
ing here again on the fourth Sunday in this 
month. His services were opened yesterday 
by elder Kincaid, and Mr. Meloan took his 
text from the letter to the Hebrews : “ For 
the word of (i>d is quick and powerful, 
hharper than a two-edged sword.” After a 
few words of thankfulness for the hospitality 
extended to him, and expressive of his pleas­ 
ure iu meeting with the ;>eople of God io the 
church of bis choice, he began his discourse. 
The word of God is the gospel. This gospel 
cf which the apostle spoke was h'* word, 
gi\en to him to rpeak. and was the equiva­ 
lent of the gospel of Christ. 1 he apostle 
said he was not ashamed of the gospel; 
and again he epoke of it 
as quick 
and powerful. 
In the letter to the 
Ephesians 
he spoke of it as 
“ the 
gospel of your salvation.” 
Again he 
said of it that it is “ the word of the Lord, 
and “ it endureth for ever,” and “ it dwelt 
with them”—himself. So then we have the 
word of God as quick ; second, as powerful; 
third, as sharper than a two-edged sword ; 
fourth, as the gospel of salvation ; fifth, as 
ever enduring. The word of God is toe 
foundation—the source—of all our spiritual 
life and strength. This word of God—these 
blessed truths imparted through the minis­ 
trations of the apostles—sent down by the 
Spirit are to us precious gifts. If we treasure 
them they will surely do us good. In the text 
wo are presented the question of life-giving. 
Men are ever seeking the sources of life. The 
scientist asks whence the germ from which 
life springs. When he undertakes to study 
the Bible and the question of spiritual life, 
the first thing he will try to do is to discover 
the source of that life. As in other cases, he 
will very likely discover it in the seed. If 
science has demonstrated anything it is that 
life has its source in a germ seed. The apos- 
’ tie says that the word of God is a seed. The 
word of God is, indeed, a seed which, once 
planted in the human heart, springs up and 
brings forth rich food in plenty for all our 
needs. The ai>ostles all predicate the spiritual 
life on the introduction of the word of God 
as a seed into the hearts of men. But we are 
told also that the word is a power—is power­ 
ful. It is the power of God unto salvation to 
all them that believe. The power of anything is 
exactly iu the ratio of any resistance it can 
overcome, and still do its work. The power 
of any moral society is just in the ratio of 
the good it can accomplish among men. By 
just such a standard are we to -judge the con- 
fraternal societies, os the Masons, the Odd 
Fellows, the Knights of Honor, etc , and all 
the organizations promoted by man. God 
says His word shall not return unto Him 
empty, for the great purpose foe which He 
sent it into the world was the salvation of 
man, that be might drink deep at the foun­ 
tain of divine love opened up in the house of 
David, and find there eternal peace and joy. 
The great purpose of the gospel, then, is the 
salvation of men—not that men may merely 
enjoy themselves, but that they may be in­ 
structed and informed, and made wiser as 
well as happier, and thus better fitted to the 
enjoyment of the world to come, and go 
through the gates of the oternal city. Oh, 
bow little men understand about the truth of 
divine worship who cry out that what we 
want is a service that will attract men. No, 
we want to realize the tiuth that the service 
ia best that best enables us to receive the di­ 
vine instruction, and that best elevates us in 
the divine faith. We are asked, has the 
gospel accomplished its work? We reply 
that it has accomplished it to this time, and 
will continue to do so. There are four ele­ 
ments of power in the world. All these have 
to be met, resisted and overcome, to accom­ 
plish anything that is worthy of it. The first is 
religion—the religions of the world that are in 
oppositionjto us. Religion ha« more power in 
the world thin ought else. No matter if it 
is false and foolish ; no matter if to us it is 
absurd ; if it is firmly rooted and the believer 
is sincere, it is to him sacred, and for it he 
will imperil, nay sacrifice all else, even life 
¡ self. A man’s religious convictions are the 
sacred thiags of his soul. Touch anything 
else, but not his household gods, he tells you. 
If he is an honest man, it is the pole star of 
his existence, and nothing must come between 
him and that. Hence it is that we should be 
careful not to trample rudely upon a man’s 
religious convictions. By so doing we may 
offend and estrange, but can never convince 
or win. Sscond is the power of government 
—patriotism, attachment to the land of one’s 
birth, and Buch a manifestation of which we 
are bow on the eve of witnessing in our own 
land. Not all men realiza how strong is the 
love of country until it is attacked by a foe. 
Then will their swords flash from unused 
scabbards and their blood boil in eagernees to 
meet and repel the foe that has dared to at­ 
tack the father land. 
Third is the power 
of knowledge—the power to turn and hold 
mental combat with each other, and fourth 
is the power of money. Sometimes he was 
tempted to think it the greatest of all—and 
he remembered that there is one thin^ money 
can do that nothing else can accomplish. 
It 
will introduce a fool into good so­ 
ciety ; 
neither 
knowledge, 
love 
of 
country, 
nor 
religion 
can 
do that. 
So we have the four great powers that are 
to be resisted, r*r overcome, or turned to good. 
Now suppose that a man wishes to establish 
a new religioD, shall he call about him at this 
day twelve other intelligent men and say gi 
ye out and preach it to all the world and 
against all these powers that resist you ? 
Shall he say to them, “ I have overcome the 
religions of the world, and the government 
power of the world, and the knowledge of the 
world, And the money of the world, where­ 
soever these resisted me ?” But the religion 
of Christ has and is doing this. Jerusalem 
represented the great religion of that age— 
the religion of the Jews. There came to her 
a teacher to tear down the altars of a faith 
strongly rooted in that people. He came to 
set aside their system and set up a new one 
in its place. To them it was sacrilege, and 
in that view of it shall we wonder bo greatly 
that the Jews were so antagonistic? He 
gave command that His disciples begin at 
Jerusalem—in the very citadel of that faith 
of that people plant the banner of a new re­ 
ligion, and from there go out conquering 
and to conquer. He attacked the religion of 
the childhood of the Jews, and assailed those 
things they had been brought up to hold most 
sacred. W hat did Christ’s teachers that He 
gent out da? Jerusalem, the seat of religion, 
with all her priests and altars, became a 
Christian city before them and acknowledged 
their master. Rome, the political mistress of 
the world, with all its power and all its pal­ 
aces, with all her luxury and superstition, 
with all her power in the then known World, 
could not stand before them, and everywhere 
the banners of Christ went triumphant till 
Constantine bowed before the new authority, 
and, with Rome, acknowledged the meek and 
lowly one. 
There is no need, said the 
speaker, to go on ; with an intelligent 
auditory it would not be expected that there 
was need to repeat the triumphs of the cross 
further, as it has swept triumphing through 
tho ages. 
He was, indeed, not ashamed of 
the gospel of Christ. 
It hai upborne so 
many millions through the dark waters of 
trial and affliction, and it leadeth now, as 
ever, beside the still waters, and enables us 
to say : 
“ We fear no evil, for Thy rod and 
Thy staff they comfort me.” Should he go 
on and trace the triumphs of the gospel 
against the powers of the world ? Surely it 
was not needed in this day to do so. All he 
had desired to do was to put his hearers in 
the line of thought on this subject, and he 
knew the conclusion they must reach as rea­ 
soning beings. Napoleon the Great, on his 
lonely isle, pointing to all the great command­ 
ers of the world, and not reckoning himself 
least among them, said that Jesus of Nazar­ 
eth shamed all our victories. W ithout blade 
or armor, without armies or battle, He has 
founded His kingdom, and it is enshrined in 
the hearts of men. This dead man has over­ 
come as before hath no other. So to-day we 
present nothing new—it is the sweet old 
story, the loving gospel of peace and rest 
and love and truth, the same dear old tale of 
Christ and His cross. 
At the Sixth-street M. E. Church last 
evening, Rev. T. S. Dunn preached on the 
subject of the nation’s birthday, taking his 
text from the 16th Psalm: “ The lines are 
fallen unto me in pleasant places; yea, I 
have a goodly heritage.” He said that on the 
4th of July, 1776, there was born into the 
world a new nation—the American Republic. 
Freedom, faith, justice and trust in God was 
written on the frontlet between its eyes. 
The statesmen and patriots who stood 
sponsor knew not but that the child 
might be strangled in the cradle of 
the revolution, but they were solemnly 
pledged by their lives and their sacred 
honors to live or die with it. He sketched 
in a very graphic manner the scenes about 
Independence Hall on the day the Declara­ 
tion was signed, and with patriotic fervor de- 
picted'the moment when Independence bell 
proclaimed liberty through the land. The 
colonies had long felt the iron heel. It was 
all the more intolerable to that people be­ 
cause their fathers had come to America’s 
Bhores for the sake of religious liberty. They 
resolved, with Patrick Henry, that they must 
fight, and were inspired by the declaration of 
Washington that nothing remained to them 
but to secure independence by the success of 
their arms. The speaker then drew sketches 
of Jefferson and Adams, and examined crit­ 
ically the Declaration, quoting from Eng­ 
land’s most gifted orator a panegyric upon 
the Continental CongTes*. He then proceeded 
to discuss the question whether or not this is 
a Christian nation, holding strongly to the 
affirmative. The Declaration itself recog­ 
nizes the fact. Washington said that under 
God the effort depended on the success of our 
arms. There had been other republics, but 
never before a democratic one—a Christian 
one. Christianity alone made such a repub­ 
lic possible. It wai the only thing to bring 
men up to the moral standard necessary to 
such a republic. W hat he meant to be un­ 
derstood by “ Christian republic” was not 
that it was a government with an established 
religion, or recognized any 
sect 
or 
faith 
in 
particular, 
bat 
it 
was 
a republic founded on the principles found in 
the Bible and the faith of Christianity. In 
that sense the fathers founded a Christian 
republic. The predecessors of that generation 
were a religious people. We owe to the Pil­ 


grim Fathers much of the Declaration of 
Iodejiendence ; that ia, they learned and 
taught that religious liberty and civil liberty 
are c irrelative. Oae cannot exist without 
the other. So the germs of our republic came 
over in the Mayflower. That people believed 
in the open Bible. The speaker believed in 
no union of Church and State, but he did be­ 
lieve that certain parts uf the Bible should be 
retained in the public schools ; as for 
instance, the decalogue, the Sermon on the 
Mount, with its divine teachings of love, 
good will, truth and purity. He then en­ 
tered iato a defense of Jefferson as against 
the charge that he was an infidel, and cited 
passages fmtn his writings and speeches in 
support» So* too, of Fraoklin and others. 
He cited expressions from Washington and 
others, and claimed that all these prove that 
the fathers designed this Government to he 
Christian, recognizing, as it did, God, estab­ 
lishing oath#, recognizing the Sabbath, and 
prohibiting official acts on that day, etc. 
they designed the Government to be a Chris 
tian Government in spirit—not in defense of 
Christianity, for they well knew it needed 
none, but because the principles of Christian­ 
ity they knew to be the best bonds of strength 
for a nation. Shut up the Bible and the 
churches^ and the nation will go down. AH 
the skepticism of the day is at the expense of 
moral obligations and human happiness—he 
meant by that, such skepticism as will shut 
up the Bible, not merely doubts.

A news-dealer, after reading the R ecord- 
U nion’s note condemning his and others’ 
acta in making his bulletin boards and show 
windows the mediums for exhibiting indecent 
pictures and forcing the sale of demoralizing 
literature, sail he had examined for some 
months back a file of a police fl ish paper and 
could find nothing particularly offensive iu it. 
Either his standard of decency is marvel­ 
ously low, or elte he searched a paper cf 
which no one else has knowledge. Now it is 
ba*i enough when the daily press is forced to 
publish the cold news record of the horrible 
happenings in the world. It is infamous 
when journals are published solely to give 
gloss and glamour to the same, and excite the 
imagination and poison the fancy of the 
developing mind of youth. A journal of the 
class referred to, a police paper, oPe of the 
kind in which the news-dealer referred to' 
could find no harm, and one of the very kind 
sold by him, and one of the latest date, was 
taken tip and the36 illustration were found m 
it, among others too offensive to name. Pa­ 
rents may from the titles alone be enabled to 
form some idea of the matter paraded before 
the eyes of their children on the public 
streets. Of illustrations these were noted. 
[Only the desire to awaken attention to an 
alarmiug evil warrants even this reference to 
them. ] 
One of the demi-monde of Paris ewinging, 
fifteen-sixteenths naked, in a hammock. 
Three men struggles f°r * lady’s garter 
dropped on the street. 
A naked bather in a trap. 
Two women fightiog in a hack in a funeral 
procession. 
A half nade trapeze woman throwing her­ 
self headlong from the inid-air bar upon a 
rival who sits beside the lover of the former 
in the parquet. 
Six indecent pictures of women and men 
bathing at the seaside. 
An artist’s female model, nearly nude, in 
the studio. 
Portrait of a bagnio proprietore?9. 
A scene in a low melodeon. 
Two lovers. 
Iu the same paper appear articles of which 
the least indecent and offensive may be thus 
indicated, the articles, be it remembered, are 
all presented in the manner that gives its 
peculiar character to what is termed “ racy” 
writing: 
The vengeance of a jilted female acrobat. 
How gay girls and boys and kept women 
go to the seaside. 
Account of a wife-butcherer’a life. 
Strange career of the daughter of a wealthy 
Philadelphian. 
Honeymoon hotel clerks. 
A boy thug. 
The adultery of Georgiana and Alexander. 
Love and larceny. 
. 
Hiding her shame. 
Without nuptial ceremony. 
Blackmail by women. 
Scandal in high life. 
A guilty pair. 
Knights of the garter. 
Tragic eDd of a liaison. 
Wounded affections. 
“ I’m a Bad Man.” 
Forbidden subjects now freely exhibited. 
Winning the affections of a mayor’s wife. 
Marital misery. 
Lifting the cover of a scandal. 
Sleeping car deviltry. 
Marriage of a white girl and a negro al­ 
ready married. 
Severing a seducer’s ear, 
Perhap3 parents think such papers do not 
fall into the hands of their boys and girls. 
Inquiry on that head will awaken them to the 
truth. But this kind of fl ish journals, sold 
so freely in this city, bad as they are, are per­ 
haps less injurious in the long run to youths 
than the miserable cheap “ story papers ** and 
trashy novels. These can hardly be reached 
by the law, as it is. This kind of literature 
it is that leads boys to abandon home, to rebel 
against parental restraint, and tempts girls 
into the path of shame. The sale of these 
demoralizing sheets is very large, and seven 
tenths of the thousands cf copies sold here 
weekly are purchased by boys and girls, 
young men and young women. Frequently 
th6 newsdealers scatter through the city free 
numbers of these papers, to induce the read­ 
ing of the ultra romantic and unnatural 
continued tales. Another crying evil is the 
exhibition of indecent photographs. One 
dealer for months has occupied, with a show­ 
case, a part of the sidewalk f >r the special dis­ 
play of the most lewd and disgustingly of­ 
fensive photographic pictures. 
The Penal Code of this State provides. 
Every person who willfully and lewdly writes. 
co*> poses, stereotypes, prinfcfC publishes, sells, dis­ 
tributes, keeps for sale, or exhibits any obscene or 
indecent writing, paper, or book : or designs copies, 
draws, engraves, paints, or otherwise prepares any 
obscene or iudccent figure ; or writes, composes or 
publishes any notice or ad\ ertisement of any such 
writing, paper, book, picture, print, or figure: is 
guilty uf a misdemeanor. 
Section 313 provides for the seizing and de­ 
struction of such prints and publications. It 
would seem, therefore, that the law is suffi­ 
cient to correct in part the evil complained 
of, and that the only difficulty is to determine 
what is “ obscene and indecent.” If Courts, 
juries and parents think that the prints and 
publications will tend to cultivate modesty 
and purity of thought, acd to restrain evil 
desires and promote the innocence, chastity 
and virtue of their children, then the paper* 
designated are not obscene. If the prints 
will not cause a modest girl or woman to 
blush ; if a father can take them to his chil­ 
dren as proper rubjects for their examination : 
if they will not excite vicious or lewd 
thoughts, then they are not indecent, and 
the dealers who cell them are not violating 
the law of the land. Sensible people will 
probably find it difficult to distinguish be­ 
tween the man who, by word of mouth leads 
youths in such ways as render them callous to 
that which should shock aud repel, and the 
man who accomplishes the same end through 
the medium of vicieu3 journals. In this day 
there is a vast amount of pure, wholesome 
and cheap literature for children, and there 
is no excuse for their being possessed of any 
other kind. The feeling in this city on this 
subject is intensifying and is receiving a 
strong impetus from th a efforts of Comstock 
and his adherents in New York city in their 
labors to suppress vice. The good work of 
Sunday schools and children’s aid societies, 
and all other organizations for the proper 
moral training of youth, is nullified to a far 
greater extent than the public suppose, by the 
things complained of, and the situation re­ 
minds one of the allegory in " The Pilgrim’s 
Progress,” where a stalwait man in vain 
dashes water upon a fire to extinguish it, and 
fails to eee the oil that is poured in at the 
track and constantly replenishes the flame. 
The whole matter resolves itself into this 
proposition : If the exhibition and sale of in­ 
decent and obscene prints can be, by State 
law or municipal ordinance, stopped, then 
the demand for this vicious matter will de 
cline, because the public taste will be ele­ 
vated and purified ; therefore the sale and 
exposure complained of should be prohibited.

M earner O verdue—An In terestin g Di* 
course -P reca u tio n A gainst Sm uggling. 
San F rancisco, July 2d.—The British 
steamer Cainusmuir is now overdue here 
from Hongkong with a load of coolies, and 
her arrival is hourly anticipated. ^ 
Rev. Dr. Kalloch delivered an interesting 
discourse to-day on the subject of “ Lessons 
of Calamity/' in which a special allusion 
was made to the recent heart-rending dis­ 
aster at Felton. An uausually large congre­ 
gation wan present, including many friends 
of the victims of the casualty. 
By order of the Custom-house authorities, 
the revenue cutter Richard Rush will pro­ 
ceed down to where the steamer BeJgic now 
lies at anchor in quarantine, and remain in 
the immediate vicinity of the vessel. The 
object is to prevent smuggling. 
News from the H aw aiian M a n d s. 
San F rancisco, July 2d.—The steamship 
Suez arrived from Honolulu to-day with the 
following news up to June 221 : 
The new Gibson Ministry of King Kala- 
k&ua is very popular. They have their own 
way with the Legislative Assembly now in 
session. 
Premier Gibson lias introduced a 
loan bill, which no doubt will pass, to borrow 
$2,000,000 to promote immigration and cer­ 
tain internal improvements. The loan will 
be taken up in Honolulu. 
The Government now proposes to immi­ 
grate people without contracts to labor. 
The Portuguese immigration from' the 
Azores is checked for the present, on account 
of excessive charges. 
The British steamship Monarch has arrived 
from St. Michaels at Honolulu, with 865 
Portuguese immigrants on board. 
Attention is now directed to Japan as a 
favorable field for recruiting people for this 
archipelago. A movement is on foot to in­ 
troduce colored laborers and their families 
from the United States into the Islands. It 
is the purpose of the Government to provide 
for the passage of immigrants without their 
being Bubject to any contract for service or 
charges whatever. 
It is generally understood, though not yet 
officially announced, that the coronation of 
King Kalakaua will take place February 12, 
1883, the anniversary of his accession to the 
Hawaiian throne. 
Overdose o f Laudanum — H otel lliie f 
ta u g h t. 
San F rancisco, July 2d.—To-day Eliza­ 
beth McEvoy died at her residence, 414 Fol­ 
som street, from an overdose of laudanum. 
Deceased had been ill for some time, and was 
in the habit of using the drug to relieve pain. 
By accident she took an unusually large quan­ 
tity to-day, with fatal results. 
C. H. Dwight, alias E. D. Parsons, a young 
man of 21 yearfe, who has acquired an unen­ 
viable notoriety in the East as a hotel thief, 
was arrested here to-day, it having been as­ 
certained that he had resumed his vocation in 
this city. Dwight; alias Parsons, neither of 
which is the cognomen of the prisoner, is the 
son of a prominent official of Burlington, Ia., 
and came to this city from Chicago on the 19th 
of June, he having been engaged in hotel 
thieving in the latter city, and the case com­ 
promised owiog to the high social standing of 
his family. Oa arriving here he registered 
at the Baldwiu Hotel, representing himself 
to be a correspondent of several prominent 
Eastern journals.

«troy» an Indian Settlem ent. 
B ak e rsfield , July 1st.—A water-spent 
broke in the Tejon canyon yesterday, which 
occasioned great destruction, as far as the 
effect is known. This locality is the valley 
of Tejan creek, which discharges into the 
southeastern part of the Tulare valley, on the 
lands of General Beale, at a point about thirty 
miles from this place. At the lower part of 
the canyon a settlement remains of the In­ 
dians of the tribe which once claimed the 
principal part of Kern and Loa Angeles 
counties, liviug there by the sufferar.es and 
under the protection of General Beale.^They 
had good huts, farms, vineyards and gardens, 
and were living in plenty and comfort. 
Above them the canyon is occupied by white 
settlers, who have good, well-impruved farms, 
and are an industrious, thrifty community. 
About 4 p. m. yesterday a wall of water, ap­ 
parently twenty feet high, was seen sweeping 
down upon the Indian settlement with irre­ 
sistible force. Immediately there was a scene 
of the wildest confusion. 
Mothers and 
fathers snatched up their little one* and en­ 
deavored to escape to the high grounds. 
Those not fortunate enough to do so were 
either swept away or saved themselves by 
clingiog to the branches of trees. The rush of 
water soon subsided, and when it did so 
everything they had was either swept away 
or ruined. The news of the calamity was 
brought to-day by an Judian. He could not 
give a veiy intelligent acceunt. When he 
lefc only two dead bodies had been»found, 
which had been carried a loDg distance. If 
more perished it cannot he known until an 
investigation is held. Fourteen persons are 
known to be badly injured, having been 
struck by the drift brought down on the crest 
of the flood. He came to bring the news to a 
white man in whom they had great confidence 
and are accustomed to apply to for advice 
and assistance in emergencies. They re­ 
turned together.

W a lla W a lla , July 1st—In the Walla 
Walla valley crops will hardly be up to the 
general average. The dry weather has pre­ 
vented grain from growing, still wheat is 
heading out fairly, but the harvest will not 
nearly come up to the expectations formed 
one month since. This is caused as much by 
poor farming as by the drought. In mAny 
cases volunteer wheat has been allowed to 
grow three seasons in succession on the same 
ground. Fall-sown wheat is up to the usual 
average, and bo is the spring wheat wheie 
care has been taken to put it in properly. 
Fully one-half the country this year is sum­ 
mer fallow.

Rather inore fancy are the English dimi­ 
ties, with tinted grounds, flora! stripes and 
figures in natural coloring of bright blos­ 
soms, and among the novelties are the 
French chintzes, in Chinese, Roman and 
Egyptian designs, in characteristic national 
colors and conceits that give the appear­ 
ance of far more expensive fabrics. This 
material is so remarkable in price that one 
can afford to renew the covering once dur­ 
ing the season, and so appear to have a 
new set of furniture. 
The most popular texture now in ordin­ 
ary use for upholstering furniture is the 
light weight jute, which comes in all the 
brocade designs and tapestry color combi­ 
nations, such as peacock blue and crimson, 
f 
rays and bluish tints, gold and blue, and 
roDze and Bcarlet, various shades of brown, 
bottle green and candinal ; also in drab, 
blue, gold and rose colors. The latest cur­ 
tains in jute have dado finishings on the 
lower portions. In one set the designs and 
figures are after Syrian models, in the color 
of the fiber in wood brown, cedar and ma­ 
hogany. Others are in Persian mechanical 
patterns ; one set, in gold, bronze and car­ 
dinal, has small figures in body of curtains, 
while the dados are in large designs. In 
some the dados seem a continuation of the 
centers in larger figures, the one merging 
into the other, while in jute curtains the 
division of dado and body figures is de­ 
fined by a band in solid color, or one with 
prominent or raised flowers on self-hued 
grounds. 
Curtains and reversible portieres are 
made of plain silk Turcoman, finished with 
bands of 9atin in contrasting or comple- 
mental colors, either plain or richly em­ 
broidered in silk, in vines or floral designs. 
Turcoman curtains in Roman stripes are 
garnished with Roman fringe borders. A 
handsome set is of this material, in block 
figures and bands, after the old English 
models and colors, intersected with tinsel. 
Crimson, old gold, blue, bronze, and green 
satin draperies have plush borders, others 
are finished with tapestry dados and bor­ 
ders, and still others have bands of em­ 
broidered or embossed velvet or plush. 
Fashion drapery curtains are still popular, 
and are really very effective. 
For summer curtains, those of delicate 
Brussels lace are very pretty, wnth their 
dainty traceries of vines and flowers on fine 
net, but these at the East coat from $30 to 
$65 a pair, and all cannot afford Buch ex­ 
pensive curtains, when real handsome cur- 
taiq£ of French guipure cost from $10 to 
$15, and those of Scotch guipure, plain, 
flowered, and striped, with borders of va­ 
rious designs, range in price from $1 50 to 
$8 per pair. Nottingham lace curtains are 
as low* as $1, and attractive curtains in an­ 
tique lace are $3 50 a pair, and tabourd 
lace curtains are So. Scrim cloth is a new 
fabric for curtains, a kind of heavy ba­ 
tiste, which can be trimmed with antique 
lace. 
• 
NEW WAY OF MAKING ICE. 
An important discovery is that recently 
made and perfected by which ammonia 
may be liquefied at a low pressure by the 
use of glycerine as an absorbent, the pro­ 
cess being a newly patented one for the 
production of cold. The discovery is the 
result of work begun by the late Tessie du 
Motay, and perfected by Messrs. August 
J. Rossi, L. F. Beckwith and E. Gillet. 
Ammonia is the beat cold-producer knowD. 
The binary absorption system—the inven­ 
tion of Messrs. M atayand Rossi—consists 
in the employment of two volatile liquids 
making the chemical affinity of the gases 
reduce the gases to the liquid state. Thus 
the chief objection to the use of ether 
and Bulphurous acid heretofore employed 
were overcome by mixing the gases. After 
the death of M. du Motay Mr. Beckwith 
and Mr. Rossi became associated in the 
further study of the binary system, and 
the result was the invention of a method of 
liquefying ammonia through its absorption 
in glycerine peculiarly prepared. How it 
is prepared the inventors do not say. Gly­ 
cerine will absorb several hundred times 
its volume of ammonia. By producing a 
vaccum the glycerine is made again to set 
free its suspended ammonia, and an intense 
cold is obtained. It is then reabsorbed by 
the glycerine. In a machine now in opera­ 
tion the temperature of the refrigerator 
was lowed from G8 degress Fahrenheit to 
28 degrees Fahrenheit, and ice was produced 
in the receptacles in twenty minutes. The 
vacuum under which the ammonia was vola- 
talized was twenty-five inches, and the 
pressure averaged only twenty-five pounds 
to the square inch—in no case exceeding 
fifty pounds. 
The difference is in having 
the work done by chemical affinity instead 
of bv mechanical pressure.—[New York 
World.

The Academy of Music is crowded. 
William R. Garrison, son of Commodore 
Garrison, injured^ in the Silver creek rail­ 
road accident iu New Jersey, died Saturday 
morning. 
The Republicans of Kansas have made the 
following nominations fi-r Congress : Judge 
S. R. Peter, E. N. M orrill, Lewis Hanback 
and B. W. Perkins. 
Severe storms swept over Iowa and Illinois 
on Friday, destroying much property. 
In a 
cyclone in Pennsylvania two persons were 
killed and five injured. 
Hon. W. C. Depau, of New Albany, Ind., 
has made an offer to give Asbury University 
an endowment of $2,000,000 on its comple­ 
tion, if the name be changed to l >epau Uni­ 
versity. 
John Bridges was hanged at (’laris, Ky., 
Friday. 
A large crowd attended. 
The 
noose slipped and he struggled on the plat­ 
form, but was putbed back and dird a horri­ 
ble death by strangulation. 
The colored journalists, in convention at 
Washington, have ad< pted resolutions con­ 
demning the unjust dismissal of Lieutenant 
Flipper from the army.

Henry Foster, a tight-rope walker, fell at 
Omaha Saturday evening from an elevation 
of fifty feet and was killed. 
The rope was 
stretched across Douglass street, and broke 
in the center. 
Foster had been giving ex­ 
hibitions for two weeks in front of the Aca­ 
demy of Music Varieties. 
The following nominations have been con­ 
firmed : Roll in M. Daggett, of Nevada, 
Minister Resident at the Hawaiian Islands;

Edward Folsom was hanged at Fort Smith, 
Arkansas, Friday, for the murder of a saloon­ 
keeper named Stewart and a teamster named 
Massengill in Auguot last. 
Folsom was a 
Choctaw Indian, twenty-four years old, and 
of good family. 
He got into a drunken fight 
with the two men, and they were killed. 
Folsom's partner, Jas. Hobbe, escaped. 
The statem ent of the Treasury Department 
shows a decrease in the public debt tor June 
of $12,560,696. 
Cash in the treasury, $243,­ 
289,519; gold certificates $5.047,120; eilvtr 
certificates, $66,976.107; certificates of de­ 
posit outstanding. 
$13,330,000; refunding 
certificates, $465,950; legal tenders, $346,­ 
681,016; franctional currency, $704,724,750. 
The National Board of Health service re­ 
ports from Havana information of about 266 
cases of yellow fever in that city. 
I t shows 
a strong tendency of becoming epidemic. On 
the 221 ultimo the American brig John 
Welch, Jr., the American bark Havana, and 
British bark Param ata, with cases of a sus­ 
picions nature on board, sailed from Havana. 
The California delegation at Chicago made 
its first winning in the races Friday. 
Bald­ 
win’s Lucky B. took the rich Criterion stakes, 
three-fourths of a mile, for two-year-olds. 
The track was several inches deep in fdippery 
mud, and all the run Bing was twenty to thirty 
feet from the p/de, which accounts for the 
slow time in all the races. 
I t was one of the 
gamiest races ever seen on a race-con rae, and 
the winner took the stake of $1,850 and a 
large sum in the pools. 
A permit to bury the body of Guiteau in the 
jail was issued. It was buried Saturday after­ 
noon in the northeast corridor of the jail, and, 
so far as is known to the contrary, the re­ 
mains will lie there, undisturbed by any 
future sepulture. 
Under the law the dis­ 
position of the bodies of criminals who are 
executed rests within tiie discretion of the 
Warden, 
la the case of Guiteau, his sister, 
Mrs. Scoviile, was without means and could 
not have undertaken hia burial expenses, 
even if permitted to do so. 
The only other 
relative who has appeared on the scene, his 
brother, John W. Guiteau, was unwilling to 
assume the risk of taking charge of the re­ 
mains, believing he would be powerle&B to 
prevent the body-auatchers from stealing 
them. Therefore General Crocker resolved to 
bury the assassin’s body within the walls of 
the jail, where it would b.) beyond the reach 
alike of vengeance or speculation.

Wm. Martins, charged with unlawfully 
printing in the London Frcihcit a scandalous 
and seditious article concerning the murder of

Frederick 
Cavendish 
and Thomas 
Burke, and of encouraging further murders, 
has been released on bail until the next ses­ 
sion of Court, owing to the absence of m a­ 
terial witnesses. 
In an action for libel brought by Scrutton, 
Manager of the notorious St. Paul’s Indus­ 
trial School at London, against Helen Taylor, 
the case terminated in a verdict by consent 
for £100. 
The defendant, in a letter to a 
third party, said th at Scrutton was morally 
guilty of manslaughter, and charged th at he 
had corruptly supplied the school with adul­ 
terated food.
